The 
body w a s disov ered by Fra nk E. G uf- 
iin, who had gone to the Stev ens hom e 
on a m a tter of business. 
W hile in the homo conv ersing w ith 
Dr. Stev ens’ a ged mother, Mr. Guffin 
wa lked into the room where the doc­ 
tor’s body la y on a cot cov ered w ith 
bed clothing. 
Mrs. Stev ens rem arked 
to Mr. Guff in tha t she feared her son 
wa s “ about to pa ss on ” and a lso re­ 
marked a bout his hea lth. 
Mr. Guffin 
stepped to the cot, placed his hand on 
the phy sicia n’s head a nd ex periencing 
a stra nge feeling, inv estiga ted and d is­ 
cov ered tha t hea rt a ction ha d cea sed. 
1 >r. !■'. II. S tet tier wa s then notified 
and ca m e to th e Stev ens hom e where 
he ex a m ined the body and pronounced 
it dead.

tler, who attended the Stevens family, 
and re tu rn e d in a few days, his con- 
iition a ppare n tly b eing m u ch im prov­ 
ed.

Gu ffin, he told of the aged m other of 
the deceased relating to him on W e d ­ 
nesday that he r son had b een taking 
‘‘stu ff’- all the time a n d it is pre su m ­ 
ed that an over dose of som e dru g, 
prob ab ly m orphine cau sed his death.
